ORIGINAL REPORT OF INVESTIGATION 


1. On Monday, October 16, 2000, at approximately 1933 hours, I overheard 
radio scanner traffic from Jefferson County 911 dispatch center notifying 
the Goldman Fire Department of a possible airplane crash in the area of 
Old Lemay Ferry Road and Rice Road in Jefferson County. 


2. I left the High Ridge area and started toward the location of the 
crash. The crash was located in Zone 13, and I was working in a nei ghbor- 
ing zone. Zone 3.

I attempted to notify 

the incident but was unable to reach him by two-way radio. I then noti- 
fied Troop C Radio of the situation and advised them I would be en route 
to assist. Zone 13 had only one officer on duty at the time of the plane 
crash. 

I ar rived in the are a at approximately 1948 hours, 
minutes, ] also arrived,

4. We coordinated our efforts with the fire department command center 
that was set up at the scene and began to make efforts to locate the 
possible plane crash. The area was heavily wooded and very rugged, with 
steep hills and ravines. It was still unconfirmed at this time if an 
airplane had actually crashed. There were no visible fires or visible 
signs of a crash from where we were located.

had arrived at the scene and 


advised they would go with one of the several fire department teams to 
search the woods. Our radio equipment would not work in this area, which 
severely limit ed our ability t o communicate. ;^proximately 30 to 60 
minutes later, f ~| advised me I should proceed to the crash 

scene. Moments later, I heard at the fire department command center that 
the airplane was possibly that of the Governor of Missouri.

and I proceeded with several more teams from the fire 


personnel and went to the crash scene. Due to the extreme darkness, the 
wooded terrain, and the weather, it was extremely difficult to locate 
specific areas of the crash site. However, it was determined this was at 
least part of the site of an airplane crash, and the crash involved a 
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tremendous explosion. Although debris was located over a large area, 
only small pieces of an airplane could be located. No body parts could 
be located at that time, with the exception of what appeared to be a face 
lying on the ground. Since it was just the frontal skin, with no form or 
skull, the identity of the person could not be determined. Several small 
items of personal identification were located, which indicated this was 
almost certainly the aircraft that Governor Carnahan was on. After 
approximately 15 more minutes of searching the area for survivors, I 
believed it was apparent there could not possibly be any survivors of the 
crash. The deputies, fire personnel, and troopers then left the crash 
site so it could be sealed as an evidence scene. Two deputies remained 
as site security, and two troopers joined them a short time later. They 
remained at the crash scene for the rest of the night as security for the 
evidence scene.

Gov ernor Mel Car nahan had crashed in rural Jefferson or Washington Coun- 
ty. I [state d that he had been notified by Governor's Security 


that the Governor had not arrived at a planned event 
in New Madrid, Missouri. Confirmation had been received by Troop C that 
an airplane had crashed in Jefferson County near the small community of 
Goldman, Missouri. While I was en route to the crash site, I was in 
contact with Troop C radio and received information that officers on the 
scene believed that the airplane crash in Jefferson County was in fact an 
aircraft being piloted by the Governor's son, Roger Andrew Carnahan. 
Passengers on board were believed to be Christopher Dale Sifford and 
Melvin Eugene Carnahan. 


2. I arrived near the crash site at approximately 1:00 a.m., Tuesday 
morning, October 17, 2000. The crash site was near the junction of Old 
Lemay Ferry Roa d and Rice Road.

site. It was mutually agreed that no further search or rescue attempts 
would be made until daylight due to the fact it was not possible for 
anybody to have survived the crash. 

6. After consultation with Jefferson County Sheriff's Department offi- 

cials, we decided to utilize the FBI Evidence Recovery Team (ERT) to 
assist in recovery of human remains and aircraft parts. I contacted FBI 
ASAC Willie Hulon and spoke with him concerning the need to utilize the 
ERT. My request was granted and the ERT arrived at approximately 6:45 
a.m., October 17, 2000. I also requested the Patrol's Troop C Crash Team 
to respond to the site to assist in documentation of evidence and human 
remains.
